"The rustler himself Is a product of tho 


west and his name originated in Dakota, 
where the very alacrity of his movements is 
supposed to produce a noise like that which 
the wind makes in the Ion? dry grass of tho 
prairies. Becomes under all guises, from tho 
local preacher with sanctimonious tones, tho 
business man with silk hatand jerky manner, 
to the simple rustic in jeans and top boots. 
The best way to test him is tosay 'syndicate.' 
Not exactly in the way you would say 'rats' 
to a terrier, but let the word fall ia conver- 
sation and see his eye glimmer in spite of 
himself. A corporation, an association, a 
company never buys land out west, only a 
syndicate. The rustler rustles best in small 
towns whose prospects are their strongest 
points. Genuine growth drives him out. Ho 
needs elbow room, and the moro dreary the 
prospect the more indefatigably does ho rus- 
tle. He is willing, too, to boom tho future of 
any land and of any people, but of course 
seldom finds a field for his peculiar abilities 
outside of the western states. 


FOISTS TO THE OCFLEtESS "CANUCK." 
"I remember one little town, however, 


Prospect Heights they called it, that sprang 
up in a night almost, thanks to a rustler, on 
the outskirts o£ Winnipeg, Canada, when peo- 
ple in that city went crazy over tho opening 
of the great prairie lands to tho west of it by 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The city was 
full of American real estate agents who bail 
come up to help tho Canadians appreciate 
and purchase their own land. Several of 
these wide awaKo fellows laid their heads to- 
gether and bought 820 acres of farm land 
three or four miics out of tho city, on a little 
kno'l that rose a few feet above tho dead level 
of tho prairie. They plotted the place off in 
town lots, advertised it freely as the coming 
site of suburban homes for city dwellers, and 
formed a construction company to erect 
houses thereon. Great quantities of lumber 
and other building material were carted out 
to tho ate, over roads of almost bottomless 
mud, carpenters and masons were employed, 
and work was begun simultaneously on a 
town hall, several saloons, an academy of 
music, a grist mil)1, a number o£ small cot- 
tages for renting purposes, a postoffico, sev- 
eral stores and two or three more pretentious 
bouses. 


"All this was duly heralded in the papers 


and by small bills thrust into the hands of 
tho nsw arrivals, who wero then pouring 
into the city from eastern Canada and Eu- 
rope at the rate of 500 a day. 
Even tho 


>rildest enthusiast In the city was astonished 
nt the phenomenal growth of this suburban 
town. 
"\Yhile vacant lots were changing 


hands in "Winnipeg, hero wero buildings of 
many lands going up on all sides. True, no 
one of them had gone up far, but a beginning 
fcad been made, and material was lying 
around m profusion, with more coming in 
every hour. Two saloons in tents were doing 
a good business with the teamsters, workmen 
and visitors, aud at tlio real t&cate otdco over 
the way, surrounded by maps, pens, pencils, 
paper, plans and other implements of his 
trade, sat tho bland agent of the ostensible 
owner of the property, a wealthy Minneapo- 
lis mill owner, it was given out, who intend- 
ed there to erect mills to grind the wheat 
crops of the fjroat prairies, when any were 
produced. J2very now and then a now comer 
would visit this office, when something like 
the following would occur: 
' 
TH,"5 FLY GOES IO SEE THE SPIDER. 
" ''Excuse me a minute,' says the rustler, 
that's the telephone bell1 He puts his ear 
to tha receiver and after a moment shouts: 
•Can't say till I look at the books,' Then to 
Us caller: 'Gentleman at the Victoria in tho 
city wonts to know if lots 9 to 13, block E, 
In Skinner's addition, can be had at $450 
each.1 Then the rustler rustles tho leaves of 
a big book, consults a bogus sale list, and 
shouts into the telephone: 'Sold this morning 
to a Toronto syndicate to build gas works on. 
Very sorry. Good-by. "What's that! Tlso 
Barrio numbers in the nest block, do you say! 
Bold on, I'll see.1 More rustling of the leaves 
of the ledger. Then ha shouts again: 'Yes. 
they're gone too. Montreal man going to 
erect a brewery. 
You should have taken 


them yesterday when you were here, I'll 
bet you ten to one the whole plot is sold out 
before the week closes.' Then he talks awhile 
to his visitor only to be interrupted by on- 
jothor ring on tho telephone. 'Hello, who is 
it? The Albemarlef Oh, the Mnrlborough. 
"Well, go ahead. 
Who are you? Oh, yes, 


you were out here this morning. Want those 
lots reseved for youJ How long? Cau't do 
it. Two days the outside. Well, III reserve 
four for threo days, but not six Not the cor- 
ner one. 
Two or three people have been 


asking for it today. I might have sold it, but 
expected you to close to-night. That corner 
lot/ he adds, coming back to his visitor, to 
whom ho has already made _ up his mind he 
will sell it, 'seems to be a favorite. The ad- 
joining one on tho north has been set apart 
by the owner of the plot for a church, the 
nest one to the west was bought yesterday 
by a man whose stock of dry goods is on the 
way, aad will be here before ho can get his 
building up, I am afraid.' 


"And so it went. He sold that comer lot, 


of course. He sold the who plot of 820 acres 
•within a fortnight bj the aid of consummate 
gall, a concealed battery in his desk that 
rang the telephone bell when he wanted it, 
And capital enough to get a lot of lumber on 
the land, hire a few men to dig foundation 
boles, lay bricks here and there anil erect the 
framework of half a dozen buildings. His 
dupes did all the rest; supplemented his 
building operations and paid him their money. 
TVhea he had sold it all, ho Bold tho lumber 
too, and went away, and with the gentle 
rustler went the money and the boom. And 
row a'fine growth of wild mustard fills the 
yawning cellars, oat crops are gathered on 
the town hall plaza, and the rest of Prospect 
Heights is buried among miles of tall prairie 
grass."—Interview in New York Tribune,

Waahoe concty, State cf Nevada, an 
every evidence of li£c; ho was apparently as

Pro- 
fessor SIcCoy identified htm as a member of 
a well known species whose habits wero, in 
time of trouble, such as drought or cold, tc 
bury themselves in tho earth and remain 
there until ths condition of things was moro 
to their liking. Members of tho species men- 
tioned, however, wero a yellow color mottled 
with brown. 


Mter tho identification tho creature was

-in returned to Mr, Kewb^rry. This gon 


Ueman determined to see if he could by some 
natural process educate tho sleepy specimen 
into a more vigorous and better understand- 
ing of his duties as a live frog. Ho was then 
domiciled in a small fernery in tho museum, 
and it was decided to givo him. a bath every 
morning, a proceeding which froggy seemed 
stroagly to object to, though ho swam vigor- 
ously while in the water. IVhen put back 
into his clay cavity ho wriggled himself about 
until ho found the old groove, folded himself 
up and seemed contented. This cavity niigbt 
bo described as fitting him where it touched 
bun—that is to say, though touching him all 
over tho nioro prominent parts of the body, 
tho clay was not molded into the hollows 
formed by the folding of his limbs. After a 
short while the clay bed was taken from him 
and he was put among tho ferns on tho mold, 
into which ho rapidly sank stern first by a 
peculiar motion of his hiad legs.

out for refreshments, or with a desire to go 
a-wooing, history has not bean informed; at 
all events, instead of meeting the "lily white 
duck'' of the fable, he came in contact with 
the museum cat, who was prowling around, 
and, before an attendant looking on could 
interfere, ho was seized by the cat, who, with 
him iu her mnuth, dashed through an open 
window into a shrubbery hard by and no 
trace of froggy was ever again to be found,

Organization of Sontli Carolina. 


By the advice of tho continental tongress 


tho convention of South Carolina ou March 
34, 1776, resolved itself into an assembly, 
choosing as president of tho not? body John 
Rutledge and Henry Laurens as vice presi- 
dent The convention completed its work by 
tho selection of a legislative council of thir- 
teen, composed o£ members from its own 
body. An executive council of six members, 
of which the vfco president was to be chair- 
man, was created, three of whom wero to be 
named by ths assembly and three by tho leg- 
islative council. A judiciary -nas estab- 
lished, of which William Henry Dray-ton was 
appointed chief justice. Thus was organized 
the temporary government of the new state.

will crowd in here dating Fair week. 
While strangers this year will have tho ad- 
vantage of more commodious quarters dar- 
ing their stay, atill a good exhibition at the 
Fair is necessary to make their visit R 
pleasure and cause them to go home well 
satisfied with ^their sojourn in onr town. 
The Fair Directors are working hard, and 
the grounds are being pat in the best of 
condition. The town should also be cleaned 
up as much as possible, considering the 
building that is going on, so as to present 
its best side to strangers. Every merchant 
should make some kind of a display of his 
wares in the pavilion, thus adding to the 
exhibition. The fruit crop this year wul 
be good, and the capabilities of the county 
as a fruit-raising section can be shown off to 
the best advantage, if the owners of 
orchards will only take interest enough in 
the Fair to place their products OB exhibi- 
tion. While the JOURNAL speaks thus of 
what Reno and the surrounding country 
should do, it hopes the whole State 
take an interest in the Fair and make it 
what it should bs— a State exhibition and an 
honor to Sageland. 


BCF.IED CITIES. 


Important Discoveries Made In Tucatan- 


Kuins Near Falenquc Which Reveal 
Traces of a Great Notion—Cnrisus 
A.-tlstlc Kelics. 


CITY OP MEXICO (via Galveston), Ang 


3.—Eecontly returned explorers from the 
State of Chiapas confirm and add to the 
jumarkable reports concerning iinportan' 
arolteologicfcl discoYeriea there. 


A fine broad, pived road, built by pre 


historic inhabitants, has been traced from 
Tenala down into Guatemala and thence 
in a curve up again into Mexico, terrain 
ating in Palenque. 


All along the road are still to be seen 


the remains of ruined cities, and a carefa 
estimate of th9 population of these place; 
is about 00,000,000. 


On that putt of the road near Palenque 


the rains are of great magnitude; houses 
of four, and oiten five, btories high have 
been found in the depth oi the forest. 


Many of these houses are pyramidal in 


form, and SD covered are some of them with 
vegetable mold that large trees are growing 
from the roofa. 
In some of the houses 


great employment has been made of stone 
beams of tremendous weight, and the arch- 
itecture indicates a high degree of scien- 
tific atUinmsnt. 


In some houses, it is stated bronze lamps 


have been discovered, and the interior and 
exterior mural decorationa ol the vnore im- 
portant houses consist of panelings, filled 
vfith elaborately carved figures almost of 
life size, two typss ol meu and women 
being represented, some plainly Egyptians 
and others genuine Africans. In front o' 
one of the houses the explorers found font 
teen sculptors of God with folded arms. 


The work of exploration was one of ex. 


extreme difficulty, owing to the density 
of the forest and the unwillingness of the 
Indians to enter the ancient edifices, they 
averring that the buildings were inhabited 
by spirits. 


Another discovery was that ol an enor- 


mous paved rond, which extends from 
Pelenque across Yaoatan to the Island of 
Coznmel and is oonlinued on the island. 


The Palenqne explorers assert that they 


have discovered in the edifices before 
mentioned examples of perfect arch. 


One explorer is a scientifically trained 


man who has recently arrived from India, 
and by his account the region from Chiapas 
to Yucatan must have been the seat of a 
densly populous nation.

Spokane Tails leveled to tlie Ground. 


SPOKASE FALLS, "W. T., August 5.—The 


entire business portion of this city, cover- 
ing nearly forty blocks, was destroyed by 
flre last night. The five broke out at 6 P. 
M. in a frame block near the depot. .The 
water pressure was very weak, and the 
flames spread rapidly, sweeping the entire 
block in less thhn halt an hour. 
A high 


wind sprang up sooo after the fire started, 
filling the air with burning cinders and 
started fires ir several adjacent blocks. 
The Pacific HoUl was the first valuable 
building to succumb, and the Buss House, 
also, burned like tinder. The fire commu- 
nicated with the Northern Pucifio passen- 
ger and freight depots, burning them to 
the ground. The Northern Pacific Kail- 
way's loss is estimated at $1,000,000. 
The Mayor ordered the buildings to be 
blown up with giant powder, and about a 
dozen large buildings and other small ones 
were blown up. 
Every business house 


in- the city, including eight banks, all 
the hotels but one, and 
every news- 


paper in the city except the Review, 
were destroyed. The loss is estimated at 
from thirty to fifty million dollars. Three 
persons were probably fatally injured by 
jumping from windows. 


All provisions and supplies were burned, 


and there will necessarily be much snffer- 
for several days. Appeals for help havi 
been sent out, and Portland, Seattle, la- 
coma and several neighboring small town^ 
have already responded.

Antiquity of Nevada. 


While rock inscriptions occur in several 


parts of the State, on the Carson, Hum- 
}oldt and Truckee rivers; at Death Valley 
and on the side of several mountain passes, 
here are no evidences such as ruined 
cities, monnd.4, burial places, etc., that 
would lead to tho belief tbet Nevada was 
at one time largely populated by n prc- 
lietoiic people, but the evidences, are 
ndippatable that ages before Columbus 
discovered America, and contemporaneous 
wilb . the 
elephant and mastodon, an 


unknown race of people inhabited Nevada. 
They crossed the mountain passes, followed 
the rivers and Sierras when Eagle Valley 
was yet a lake. The photographs taken of 
ihe rook inscriptions near Fort Churchill, 
on the Carson river, were examined by the 
eavanti of the Smithsonian Institute and 
some of the most learned archaeologists of 
Europe, and were pronounced the most 
interesting and oldest known. Some con- 
tended that they belonged to a race of 
people that were so popnlous at one time 
on the Gila, Salt and other rivers ol 
Arizona. 
While there is a resemblance to 


the inscriptions left by those people those 
in Nevada are more crude. 
Others con- 


tend the; belonged to theToltecsor Aztecs 
and were made by raiding parties or pros- 
pectors aent out to discover new countries 
and take captives for sacrifice and used as 
guide stones. Two stono mortars found 
near Lovelocks, now at the University fit 
Berkely, are the largest and best specimens 
that have been found in any country 
belonging to the early stone sgp. The 
footprints at the Carson prisois, under 
40 feet of sandstone and drift, show that 
man existed before the drift or glacial 
period and also existed at or before the 
volcanic period, as come of the inscrip- 
tions in Death 
Valley are 
partially 


covered with lava. The ago in which they 
lived is a matter of speculation, as some of 
the changes may have been made by local 
causes from whence they came, or the 
mode of their extinction having no trace, 
is a matter of conjecture.
